An Agricultural Surrey Being Made by 


the State University 


The Agricultural Experiment 
Station 


of the 
University of Illinois in co-op- 


erntion with the Bureau of Soils of the 
United States Department oC Agricul- 
ture is beginning an agricultur.il sur- 


of Illinois faoils. A field party con- 


sisting of two men from tho Bureau of 
Roils and two men from the 
Illinois 


Experiment Station is now at work in 
Tanewel! county. 
In conducting 
tho 


survey the ground is gone over carefully 
and tho soil examined to a depth of 
from three to six feet, samples being ob- 
tained by boring with augers. Soil maps 
will be made which will show the area 
aud locution of all of the different im- 
portant types, or classes, of soil in the 
land surveyed. 
The Experiment 
Sta- 


tion will follow up the work of survey- 
ing by collecting and analyzing repre- 
sentative samples of soil from each of 
the different types which are found In 
large areas. As far as possible the Ex- 
periment Station will also locate exper- 
iment fields upon tho most important 
typos of soil ind conduct investigations 
by actual trial upon the field to deter- 
mine what kind of treatment each type 
of soil should receive to insure the main- 
tenance or increase of its fertility and 
the improvement of its productive ca- 
pacity. 


Tho results of analysis 
and 
experi- 


mentation together with the soil maps 
will finally be published in the form ot 
Experiment Statio.i bulletins. 
It is be- 


lieved tlmt about 1000 square miles of 
Illinois laud cau be surveyed this sea- 
son. 
About half of this will be 
in 


Tazewell county, in the north central 
part of the state, and the other half 
in Clinton aud St. Cbiir counties in 
Southern Illinois. 
Those localities are 


selected by the Experiment Station li-- 
cause they contain several distinctly dif- 
ferent types of soil which are believed 
to be representative of large areas in the 
state.
